Rigid restriction is placed upon 
all outiloor open fires in this dis¬ 
trict, whether for burning rub¬ 
bish or burning off lots. Such 
fires are absolutely prohibited ex¬ 
cept with a written permit from 
the fire mar-shtil. 

Open fires are prohibited south 
of Central Avenue except l)etween 
the hours of 6 and 9 a. m., on 
days when there is no wind to 
create a fire hazard. 

Open fires must not be started 
unless all nearby buildings, trees, 
shrubs, flowers, etc., are first pro¬ 
tected by firebreaks. 

Incinerators are required in 
connection with every dwelling or 
residence in the city. Incinerators 
must be located at least twenty- 
five feet from any dwelling, and 
at least ten feet from any other 
building. All incinerators are 
subject to approval by the fire 
marshal. 

Operation of incinerators at any 
time other than between 6 and 9 
a. m. is prohibited except with 
special permit. Burning of garb-
